Gov. .fames A. Rhodes of Ohio 
has convinced the nation’s gover­ 
nors to hold the IRM National 
Governors’ Conference in Cleve­ 
land, the Buckeye State's largest 
city. 
The award of the conference to 
Cleveland for next year came in 
a unanimous vote of the gover­ 
nor*’ 
executive committee 
late 
Wednesday. 
The governor! of the fifty states 
and 
four territories 
agreed 
to 
meet at the Hotel Sheraton-Cle\ e- 
land tha week starting .lune 7 
Rhodes, a Republican, said he 
would invite President Kennedy 
to apeak at the governor's state 
dinner “ I think that the President 
of the United States should be 
there and talk to the governors,” 
Rhodes said. 
Ohio has not had the governor's 
conference ainee early in the 1940* 
when it was held in Columbus 
The selection of Cleveland for 
lh# next conference was a Wig 
victory for Rhodes, the Cleveland 
Chamber of Commerce and the 
Cleveland Convention and Visitors 
Bureau. 
Rhode* waa elated at his suc­ 
cess. lie expressed thanks and ap­ 


preciation to all those who had 
assisted in getting the conference 
to n eve I and. 
H ie governors’ conference al­ 
ways is charged 
with 
political 
maneuvers, hut it will he even 
more so next year because of the 
IRM 
presidential

conference will tie held just about 
a month before the national nom 
mating conventions.

Military Gets 
Limited Data 
On Test Ban 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Mem 
hers of the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
appear to have been left in the 
dark about details of the adminis­ 
tration’s proposal for a limited 
ban on nuclear testing until al­ 
most the final day of diplomatic 
discussions in Moscow. 


Because of this, up to Tuesday 
morning, the military chiefs had 
taken no position on the pact, 
which is awaiting initialing bv the 
United States, the Soviet Union 
and Britain. What their view is 
at the moment is not known. 
The majority of the strategy 
making group reportedly was op­ 
posed to the proposal of a year 
ago for a so-called comprehensive 
test ban. That would have covered 
all forms of testing, including un­ 
derground blasts. 


The position of most of the 
chiefs then was that a compre­ 
hensive ban would have been un­ 
enforceable. The proposal at this 
year’s Moscow session was to ex­ 
clude underground shots, but im 
pose a ban on all tests in the 
atmosphere, in space or under 
water. 


There were some indications to 
day that for reasons of broad na j 
horal policies the chiefs might 
withhold objections to the new 
plan, even if they lacked com­ 
plete enthusiasm for it on mili­ 
tary grounds.
